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From the Bishop’s Desk 


1 hope you will be interested in a project which Bishop 
Shires and I have mutually agreed to undertake. We plan to 
write a somewhat informal and personal account of our trips 
around the Diocese between the successive issues of our Dio- 
cesan magazine. It will never be possible to cover all the fas- 
cinating developments in the Church life in our area. But 
we at least can high-light some of the peaks of interest and 
achievement in a sort of report from the field. My stories 
will probably violate all established rules of reportorial art. 
They will not necessarily be chronological or in any sense 
climactic—just the Bishop’s musings as he wanders about the 
fascinating Diocese of California. 


First, the fact that within the past fortnight I have or- 
dained three of our clergy to the Priesthood. Two of them 
happen to have come from other ministries. One ordination 
was held in what Bishop Nichols used to call ‘the tail of the 
Diocese’-—Arroyo Grande. The service of Ordination to the 
Priesthood is always moving to us clergy even in a somewhat 
endless repetition. It helps us recapture the glow of a mountain- 
top experience absolutely unique in our lives. And it brings 
with it no small degree of soul-searching. To those laymen 
who witness the service for the first time it must provide a 
thrilling experience. 

St. Barnabas’ Mission, Arroyo Grande, was formerly one 
of the Army chapels. It has been attractively adapted to the 
services of the Episcopal Church, and was filled on this sig- 
nificant occasion. 7 

The day before, I visited the hospital recently constructed 
at Atascadero and confirmed a class of seven men who had 
been carefully prepared for this impressive service by a long 
period of study under the Rev. George Graydon. Dr. Gore, 
the second in command there, is a devout Churchman and 
has given every encouragement to the Church to look after 
those who need and welcome its ministrations. It seems perti- 
Ment to announce that we have taken over the bank in Atas- 
cadero. I hasten to add that the bank was empty when we 
gained possession. Seriously, it provides a first-class chapel 
and parish house although at no inconsiderable expense. We 
have a beautiful lot in Atascadero very near the High School— 
nearly two acres—and plans are being drawn for the con- 
struction of a first unit there—a church-parish house. 

The other two ordinations were at Grace Cathedral and 
the Church of St. Mary-the-Virgin in San Francisco. | am 
always happy when we can have a large number of the clergy 
present to join the Bishop in the Laying-on-of-Hands, essen- 
tial to ordination to the Priesthood. Services in the See city 
always makes this possible, plus the fine spirit of comraderie 
among our diocesan clergy that assures a fine representation 
of our priests on such occasions. The sermons preached at the 
ordinations were all excellent. Because of the character of the 
address of Bishop Shires, conforming so closely to the rubrical 
intimations, | hope that it can be printed for wider distribu- 
tion. Members of our Communion are often outstanding in 
their interest and devotion to the Church, but strangely ignor- 
ant of its history, organization, and the meaning of its glorious 
and time-honored liturgy. 


I shall not soon forget the visit I paid to the charming little 
people in Miss Ruth Robbins’ class at Grace Cathedral. Sel- 
dom, if ever, have I been conscious of a spirit of greater 
reverence and affectionate interest in any similar group of 
upwards of twenty-five children, who seemed to be as young 
as three and not older than six. They wore their little purple 
cassocks and white cottas and sang hymns with a spirit of 
real devotion and obvious knowledge of the words and tune. 
I questioned them for several minutes and had prompt, lucid, 
and sometimes even startling, answers. I hope that their uni- 
fied expression of affection and the presentation of a com- 
pletely unexpected gift have not made me sentimental. The 
time I spent with these winsome youngsters was heart-warming 
and it revealed again what the spirit of love can do in making 
vivid the reality of our blessed Lord and the meaning of wor- 
ship, even to those who cannot read or write. 

A final note, a word of gratiude for a few Christmas gifts— 
a check for $5,000.00 for the Building Fund of Grace Cathedral, 
a check of $1,000.00 for use at the Bishop’s discretion to help 
in his ministry to the clergy and their families, another gift of 
$500.00 applied toward the expense of the installation of a fur- 
nace in the Bishop’s house. Strangely enough, heat has always 
come from next door until now. Three magnificent gifts have 
been received from the Woman’s Auxiliary: $3,725.00 on the 
payment of bonds for the purchase of the new True Sunshine 
Mission property, $3,714.26 for the Bishop’s Auxiliary Fund, 
and $118.50 for the Bishop’s Bed Fund. I do not wish to make 
this over-long so I will reserve comment and tribute to the 
Bishop’s Address at Convention. I can only thank God devoutly 
for the imagination, insight, and generosity, of the women of 
the Auxiliary, who are ever spiritual pioneers in the developing 
life of the Diocese.—Karl Morgan Block. 


SHOULDER TO SHOULDER 


By CuHarLes M. GuiILBERT 


The meeting of the 105th Annual Convention of the Dio- 
cese of California gives rise to reflections about this typically 
American contribution to the polity, the government, of the 
Church. 


Colonial Churchmen were born and reared in a tradition, 
which England shared with the rest of Christendom, of the 
clerical administration of ecclesiastical affairs. Bishops and their 
clergy, meeting in diocesan synods, ruled their dioceses; and, 
on the provincial level,. bishops and representatives of the 
clergy, alone sat in the Convocations of Canterbury and York, 
legislating in spiritual matters for the nation. True, the Houses 
of Parliament exercised a veto over the acts of Convocation, 
but, with the spread of non-conformity, Parliament was less 
and less representative of the faithful laity of the Church. 

It would have been natural, after the Revolution, when the 
American Church began to reorganize its corporate life, if a 
similar pattern had been reproduced on American soil. In spite 
of early synodical ga:herings of the old type in New England, 
from the time that attempts were undertaken to form a na- 
tional Church, the unquestioned principle of equal lay partici- 
pation was established. 
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There can be little doubt that theories of representative gov- 
ernment in the secular sphere, argued vehemently in the press, 
in the tavern, and on the Street corner, contributed to the al- 
most unquestioned innovation. Whatever the causes, the result 
was a return to the primitive conception of the Church, in 
which clergy and laity labored shoulder to shoulder in every 
phase of the Church’s life: in its government as well as in its 
extension and its day-to-day operation. 


The primitive idea of the Church is rooted in the thoroughly 
Christian idea of the “/aos”, the “People of God”, in which 
the several orders,—bishops, priests, deacons, and laity,—have 
their specific functions, but in which there can be no distinc- 
tion of caste or privilege. 


Canon Alan Richardson, Anglican professor of theology at 
the University of Nottingham, England, addressing the Second 
Assembly of the World Council of Churches in Evanston last 
Summer, said, “In the New Testament vocation means God’s 
call to membership of the laity, the aos of God; and it means 
nothing else. God calls men. . . 
Church, and therefore to a life of ministry (diakonia, whence 
‘deacon’), and every layman or member of the /aos is endowed 
with a special gift (Charisma) of the Holy Spirit which enables 
him to perform his allotted ministry in the total ministry 
of Christ’s body (I Cor. 12). The division of the Church, of 
the /aos of God, into ‘professional’ Christians, called clergy or 
ministers, and non-professional Christians, called ‘laymen’, is 
one of the most serious distortions of New Testament teach- 
ing which has ever appeared in Christian history. The New 
Testament teaches that a// the members of Christ’s Church are 
laymen, including apostles, bishops .., presbyters, and deacons, 
and all must exercise their function or ministry as the different 
organs or members of the one body. There is, of course, dif- 
ference of function within the total ministry of the Church, 
for not all the members of the body have the same office; but 
there can be no division along the lines of ‘professional’ and 


‘amateur’. 


In recent years other parts of the Anglican Communion have 
followed the lead of the American Church. In some instances, 
as, for example, the complete equality of women with men in 
the General Assembly of the Church of England, our sister 
Churches have gone beyond us. It remains the glory of the 
American Church, however, that we have restored the laity to 
a coordinate place in the counsels of the Church. 


In view of all this, it is the more remarkable, that in prac- 
tice Churchmen are so lethargic about their participation. We 
heard recently of the rector of a parish of some five hundred 
communicants telling the committee preparing for the annual 
meeting of the parish to prepare for between 40 and 75. It is a 
commonplace that in our diocesan Convention the most vital 
business must be scheduled for the first day, because after that 
day, the attendance dwindles to a mere handful. Even in the 
General Convention, important legislation coming out of com- 
mittee on the last day has received only cursory attention and 
been hastily disposed of by a small remnant eager to finish up 
and go home. 


Mere exhortations calling for a change of heart are likely to 
fall on deaf ears. In this, as in so many other departments of 
the Church’s life, it is a question of the degree of commitment. 
On many sides, we hear rumors of a recrudescence of Church 
life. Indeed, there are many indications of renewed vitality, 
particularly in the area of Christian education. If this be the 
case, we can expect to see an awakened laity once more taking 
a vigorous and informed place in Church affairs at every level 
—parish, diocese, and national Church. 
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National Council Notes 


Mission Growth 
Negroes and the Church 

The Rev. Dr. Tollie Caution, 
assistant secretary for Negro 
Work in the Home Department, 
reported to the December meet- 
ing of the National Council that 
the number of Negroes in the 
Episcopal Church has risen from 
$4,000 in 1944 to 71,000 in 
1954, with a comparable rise in 
clergy from 171 to 244. While 
the number of multi-racial 
churches is growing every year, 
Dr. Caution reported, there are 
still 331 Negro parishes, most 
of them on the Eastern coast. 
He noted that the “strength of 
the Church’s work among Ne- 
groes is still in the North”, and 
cited a recent instance when the 
departure of one Negro priest 
from a southern diocese left 
thirteen churches without pas- 
toral care. 


Mission Expansion to 
South America 

The Council unanimously ap- 
proved “in principle” the pro- 
posal of the Overseas Depart- 
ment that the Church extend its 
missions in Central and South 
America to those countries not 
now touched. It also requested 
the director of the department 
to explore, in consultation with 
the Church of England, the pos- 
sibilities of including the project 
in the budget of the next trien- 
nium. 


The Rt. Rev. John B. Bent- 
ley, director of the department, 
expressed concern that in South 
America, “which has close and 
immediate ties to us in North 
America, the Anglican Com- 
munion is represented by one 
man in Colombia, three mission- 
ary districts in the vast country 
of Brazil, and scattered Anglican 
missions to the English-speaking 
communities along the coast.”

Builders for Christ Report 


The Promotion Department 
reported that of the $4,150,000 
campaign goal, $3,434,910.44 
has been pledged to date. Forty- 
six, more than half, of the dio- 
ceses in the Church, had met or 
exceeded their proportionate 
shares in terms of pledges. 


The Rt. Rev. Henry Wise 
Hobson, Bishop of Southern 
Ohio and chairman of the de- 
partment, predicted, ‘“‘on the 
basis of the dioceses’ past per- 
formance in raising funds”, a 
“foreseeable total of $4,057,- 


920”, a sum $93,000 short of . 


goal. He called on dioceses to 
renew their efforts to meet their 
mathematical shares and for oth- 
ers to “go over the top”. The 
Diocese of California, through 
its Centennial Fund, has pledged 
$12,000 more than the mathe- 
matical share requested of it, a 
total of $90,000. | 


United Thank Offering 


The Woman’s Auxiliary an- 
nounced that the United Thank 
Offering now totaled $1,900,- 
000, and that a set of slides 
illustrating the work it supports 
will soon be prepared. 


Ministry to Graduate Students 


The Division of College 
Work, facing the almost total 
absence of Church activity 
among graduate students, an- 
nounced plans to launch a pilot 
program among graduate stud- 
ents, and ‘interns in Chicago's 
medical schools. 


Refugees 

The Episcopal Church has re- 
settled 537 refugees since the 
new Refugee Resettlement Act 
has been in force, the largest 
number of any Church co-oper- 
ating with Church World Serv- 
ice. 


Parish Organizes 


In West Germany 

An Episcopal church, totally 
destroyed during World War Il, 
has been revitalized in Munich, 
West Germany. 


The congregation of the 
Church of the Ascension reor- 
ganized parish activities under 
the leadership of Episcopal Army 
Chaplain Eric Eastman, who is 
known to many in the Diocese 
of California through having 
been stationed at Fort Ord for a 
period. The action was inspired 
by the Fall visit of the Rt. Rev. 
Stephen E. Keeler, Bishop of 
Minnesota and of the Episcopal 
Churches in Europe. 


Church members now meet in 
a converted chapel in a ware- 
house of McGraw barracks, built 
by the German forces. A Sunday 
School has also been organized. 


At the same time, in Frank- 
furt, a new parish has been es- 
tablished under the guidance of 
Air-Force Chaplain John Knight. 
The Episcopal congregation of 
St. Christopher’s shares a chapel 
with the Old Catholic parish of 
St. Willibrord. 


Convention Delegates 
To Visit Japan 
A number of mission-minded 


delegates and visitors to the 
1955 Honolulu General Conven- 


‘tion will venture still farther 


into the Far East to see their 
missionaries at work in the au- 
tonomous Japanese Church, ac- 
cording to the Most Reverend 
Michael H. Yashiro, Presiding 
Bishop of the Nippon Sesikokas. 
Japan is only 18 hours by air be- 
yond Honolulu, and several out- 
standing Churchmen have indi- 
cated that they will provide 
themselves with round-trip tick- 
ets to catch a glimpse of the 
Nippon Seikokai and other Far 
Eastern Churches at work. Pre- 


siding-Bishop Yashiro recently 
announced that among the 
Church leaders who probably 
will come to Japan after Hono- 
lulu will be the Rev. Mr. Davis, 
Secretary of the Missionary So- 
ciety of the Church in Canada; 
the Primate of Australia; Bishop 
Donegan of New York; Bishop 
Bayne of Olympia; and Bishop 
Nichols of Salina (who from 
1926 to 1940 was Bishop of 
Kyoto). 


Seminary Displays 


Bible Collection 

General Theological Seminary 
in Chelsea Square, New York 
City, oldest seminary of the Pro- 
testant Episcopal Church, is ex- 
hibiting its outstanding collec- 
tion of old and rare Bibles this 
month marking the five-hun- 
dredth anniversary of the Guten- 
berg Bible. 


The seminary’s own copy of 
the Gutenberg Bible, the only 
copy in any Episcopal institu- 
tion, will be shown, along with 
other examples of printed Bibles 
dating back to the fifteenth cen- 
tury. Illuminated manuscripts 
from the tenth century onward 
will also be on display, as well 
as prayer books and other manu- 
scripts important in English and 
American Church history. 

The General Theological Sem- 
inary library houses more than 
20,000 Bibles and Bible-related 
books. Hebrew, English, French, 
Greek, Latin, German, and poly- 
glot Bibles are in the collection. 
Included in the display will be 
a copy of the first complete Eng- 
lish Bible, the Coverdale edition 
of 1535; a first edition of the 
King James Version of 1611; the 
first published New Testament 
in Greek, that of Erasmus in. 
1516; and the Ximenés Polyglot 
Bible of 1514-17, with Greek, 
Latin, Hebrew and Chaldean 
(Aramaic) texts on each page.

Following an impressive 
parade of Sapporo Episcopal 
Church choirs, residents of the 
Center, visitors, building off- 
cials, clergy, speakers, and the 
Center’s two directors, with the 
Bishop of Hokkaido, the build- 
ing was blessed, ‘the chapel con-

Holy Communion was cele- 
brated. 

Dr. William E. Kan, Dean of 
the Graduate School of St. Paul’s 
University, gave the opening ad- 
dress to an audience tightly 
packed in the Center’s large oc- 
tagonal main hall.

Grants are made pos- 
sible by individual, diocesan, and 
parish, contributions. 


Church U pholds 


Court’s Bias Ruling 


The National Council of the 
Church has called upon the 
members of more than 7,000 
parishes to support the Supreme 
Court’s decision barring segrega- 
tion in the public schools. 

The Council, at its final meet- 
ing of 1954, unanimously recom- 
mended for study to all Church- 
men a six-page statement pre- 
pared by its Division of Chris- 
tian Citizenship, in consultation 
with twelve Church leaders from 
eight southern States. 


‘Judged in the light of Chris- 
tian principles,” the statement 
summarized, ‘‘the Court’s deci- 
sion is just, right, and neces- 


sary. 


In its resolution, the National 
Council took note of the “‘very 
real and very great difficulties 
faced by the Church and Church- 
men in many areas”, but stated 
that “the decision is as workable 
as it is sound in principle. It is 
true and it works.”

The headmaster is 
the Rev. Alfred L. Griffiths and 
a clergyman who was formerly 
in the Diocese of California, the 
Rev. Richard Over, is on the 
faculty.

Salvation -The Individual

To be saved, then, is to live under the rule of God, to see 
the Kingdom, and to enter the Kingdom. Thus, salvation can 
be a present experience. The sinful woman is told, “Go in 
peace”. Zaccheus is informed that salvation has come to his 
house. In the healing of the sick and the casting out of devils 
the disciples are asked to see the breaking down of Satan’s 
Kingdom and the beginnings on earth of an era of blessedness. 


And the idea of salvation is essentially individual. Most of 
Jesus’ time was spent with individuals, and when He set the 
conditions of entrance to the Kingdom, they are such conditions 
as each must fulfill for himself: conversion and faith. The 
power of conscious choice resides in the individual, not in the 
group. 

But in His conception of salvation He went far beyond his 
contemporaries. To the Pharisees, salvation was the reward of 
righteousness, the righteousness of law. And the multitude 
which knew not the Law were accursed. 


But it was to these outcasts, the poor and despised, as well 
as to the Scribes and Pharisees, that Jesus gave the Good News. 
He was come to seek and save the lost, to call sinners to re- 
pentance. He ate and drank with publicans and sinners. He 
swept away the burden of ceremonial law. He had no place for 
a spiritual aristocracy, other than those who in a childlike 
spirit entered the Kingdom. And He brought to light, not in 
word only, but in power the Divine forgiveness of sins. 


Herein lies the universalism of Jesus Christ. A Gospel for 
sinful men knows no limitation, for “all have sinned and come 
short of the glory of God”. It may be there is nothing else 
which all men have in common as they have this fact of sin and 
need for forgiveness. The Messiah of the Jews is the Saviour of 
the world, saving men one by one, saving them to serve, saving 
them by giving His life a ransom for many; saving others, but 
“Himself He cannot save”! 


In Him has come into the world a new life, a life expressing 
the reign of God, a life with an external quality that can 
break the bands of sin and open the Kingdom of Heaven to 
all believers. A life that makes men really men. 


TRANSFORMATION OF A WORLD VIEW 


This salvation wrought by Jesus Christ is the theme of the 
Apostolic preaching. There is a new note of hope and triumph 
as the preaching in the Holy Spirit brings a new society into 
being. Men have been “begotten to a lively hope” and are 
everywhere anxious to share it with others. Salvation through 
Jesus Christ is a glorious fact, and though there may be varia- 
tions in emphasis on details of its meaning, yet the word “hope” 
is central. And by “hope” is not meant a wistful, or a wish- 
ful, thinking, but an assured certainty based on the things 


_ God has done through Christ. It is hope now, not just hereafter. 


The Christ who overcomes sin has overcome the world and 
vanquished death. 


It is strange, as has often been pointed out, that the word 
“hope” does not occur in the Gospels. Hope came, so St. Peter 
declares, by the Resurrection. Christ has won a victory over 
sin and over the death which is sin’s wages. The world of that 
day had lost its nerve, and “hope”, a better hope, was its great 
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need, a hope based on reality. The Christian hope sent men 
back to their life in this world in a wholly new way. The fear- 
ridden men of the Upper Room are the unafraid men of Pente- 
cost and after. Their salvation was not an escape in the eternal 
from earthly tasks, but the power to “drink the Cup”, and as 
they did so, the Crucified and Risen Lord was with them, tak- 
ing hold of them in the centers of their lives and making them 
redemptive as well as redeemed. What is it Christ has done for 
these men in saving them? They are “in Christ”, the life that 
is His is theirs in the Holy Spirit. They have a new outlook on 
life; a new attitude to their fellows; a new power to meet men 
and nature; a new health in mind, body, and spirit; a joy of 
forgiveness; a security in God that leaves them unafraid of 
man; a knowledge that things seen can be used of God to 
convey things eternal; and a certainty that the Risen Christ 
will conquer fear, sin, and death. They are the children of 
God. And men take knowledge of them “that they have been 
with Jesus”. 


THE DWARFING OF MEN TODAY 


This message and life are essentially the need of today. Mar- 
tin Buber suggests that the keynote of the modern world is 
that man is lagging behind his works. Though “mankind has 
come of age and no longer needs the hypothesis of God” (to 
quote Dietrich Bonheeffer), yet man is not able to master the 
world which he himself has brought about. It is becoming 
stronger than he is, it is winning free from him, it confronts 
him with an almost elemental independence, and he no longer 
knows the word which could subdue and render harmless the 
clay figure he has created. 


He cannot decide the values of the things he creates. He 
must use them. They are facts! Man is once again a slave. He 
has eaten of the tree of knowledge abundantly, but insufh- 
ciently of the tree of life. Hence, he uses his knowledge for 
death and not for life. There is something terrifying about the 
powers men handle in the physics laboratories of the world, 
conscious only of the physical world, intent on pressing for- 
ward to new discoveries and unconscious of any moral responsi- 
bility; or, if conscious, refusing to accept responsibility for the 
forces they may unleash and set at the disposal of mankind. 
These forces are not of our creation. They are already there, 
part of the bequest of the Creator to men. But He who set 
the universe in action alone knows how it was meant to act. 
We cannot handle God’s world aright unless we are God’s 


men. Hence, man’s hope lies in Jesus Christ. He, in the quality 


of His life in God, can control nature. We do it in some 
measure by techniques based on knowledge of nature’s laws and 
organization. Man lacks and needs a spiritual vitality that will 
provide both the love of others, that would direct that use in 
constructive ways. When the author of the 4th Gospel wrote 
that “in Him was life”, he wrote what was literally true. What 
streams forth from Bethlehem and Calvary is the true life of 
man. “Whoever touches Jesus of Nazareth, even distantly, 
touches life, and enters at least upon the possibility of being 
transformed after the likeness of Christ”.

Bishop Block was the offic- 
iant at all three. 

The Rev. Alfred Paul Focht, 
vicar of St. Barnabas’, Arroyo 
Grande, was the first to receive 
the Laying-on-of-hands of his 
Bishop and brethren, at rites 
solemnized in Arroyo Grande on 
December 30th. 

A former minister in the Con- 
gregational Church, the Rev. Mr. 
Focht studied for one year at 
the Church Divinity School of 
the Pacific. He was presented 
by the Rev. Arthur Freeman. 
The Rev. O. Herbert Aanestad 
was the preacher. 

On the Feast of the Epiphany, 
January 6th, in the Chapel of 
Grace of Grace Cathedral, the 
Rev. William Hallyburton Good- 
all, former minister of the 
Church of Scotland, was ordained. 
Coming to North America for 
preaching engagements in Can- 
ada and California, the Rev. Mr. 
Goodall applied to Bishop Block 
to be received as a candidate for 
Holy Orders inthe Church. After 
a year’s study at the Virginia 
Theological Seminary, he was 
ordered Deacon in June. The 
Rev. Wilfred H. Hodgkin pre- 
sented the ordinand and Bishop 
Shires preached the canonical 
sermon. | 

The Rev. Mr. Goodall is vicar 
of St. Timothy’s, Danville. 

The Church of St. Mary the 
Virgin, San Francisco, of which 
the Rev. Hugh Lowrie Weaver 
is curate, was the scene, on Janu- 
ary 8th, of his advancement to 
Priest’s Orders.

Philip J. Daunton, Th.D., under 
authority from Bishop Block, for- 
mally organized the Church of 
St. Michael and All Angels’, 
Concord, as a parish. The 105th 
convention of the Diocese will 
be petitioned to receive the new 
parish into union with the con- 
vention. 


The nine year old mission has 
shown spectacular growth under 
its three vicars, the Rev. Mar- 
shall Wickham, the Rev. Benj. 
DeCamp, and the Rev. Philip J. 


Daunton, so that today it num-- 


bers 320 communicants, and has 
275 children registered in 
Church School. 


The officers of St. Michael’s 
first Vestry are: Mr. Wm. E. 
Brown, senior warden; Mr. Wil- 
liam H. Taplin, junior warden; 
Mrs. Dale H. Buckley, secretary; 
and Mr. Robert B. Cook, treas- 
urer. Their first act upon organi- 
zation was to vote unanimously 
to request Bishop Block’s ca- 
nonical consent to issue a call to 
Dr. Daunton to become the first 
rector of the parish.

One of the first actions of the 
105th Annual Convention of the 
Diocese will be to act upon the 
petition of the congregation of 
St. Aidan’s, San Francisco, to be 
received into union with the 
Convention as an organized mis- 
sion. 


Occupying a fully-equipped 
church building and parish hall 
on the corner of 17th street and 
Belvedere, given to the Diocese 
by the international authorities 
of the Catholic Apostolic Church 
in London, England, the congre- 
gation has been in existence 
since Oct. 3rd. The Bishop ap- 
pointed a seminarian, Mr. Clar- 
ence Stacy, to start a Church 


School and to conduct services 
for those who should respond to 
the announcement of its open- 
ing. With over 50 persons at- 
tending services, and with a 
growing Church School, the for- 
mal organization of a diocesan 
mission is strongly indicated. 


Major Advances in 
College Work 


Announced 


College work in the Diocese 
entered a new phase as the result 
of actions taken recently. Both 
in Palo Alto and in Berkeley, 
property has been acquired, with 
assistance of the Centennial Ad- 
vance Fund, for college centers 
on the campuses of Stanford and 
the University of California, re- 
spectively. And in both places, 
Foundations, which will eventu- 
ally undergird the work, are in 
process of formation. 


A spacious dwelling has been 
acquired in Palo Alto, conven- 
iently located with regard to the 
University on Embarcadero ave- 
nue.

A 
temporary board of trustees, ap- 
pointed by Bishop Block, is en- 
gaged in setting up a permanent 
Canterbury Foundation. :

Having 
had long and hard use as board- 
ing houses, the buildings will re- 
quire extensive re-modeling to 
be of service. But the prospect, 
after so many years, of a locus 
for college activities has stimu- 
lated the initiating of plans for 
the long-projected Edward 
Lambe Parsons Foundation. 


Grace Cathedral 
Annual Meeting 


Church people throughout 
the Diocese will rejoice in the 
news that, under the chairman- 
ship of Bishop Block, the Cathe- 
dral has just held the most inter- 
esting of its congregational meet- 
ings in many years. Wednesday 
evening, January 12th, was a 
gala occasion as an unusually 
large group of adults listened 
to reports of striking advances 
in both the educational and fi- 
nancial areas of Christian experi- 
ence. The meeting, attended by 
many persons who are also mem- 
bers of city parishes, heard a 
monetary record of the best year 
within a decade. The Cathedral, 
despite the phenomenal giving 
of its six-hundred odd communi- 
cants to the Centennial Advance 
Fund, which exceeded $60,000, 
ended the year with all debts met 
and a surplus which promises 
well for the future.

The organizations, few in 
number and all inter-parochial 
in varying degrees, reported a 
fruitful year. Of special interest, 
because of its dramatic begin- 
ning, was the re-organization of 
the Day Branch of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary on a diocesan basis, 
the first meeting of which was 
attended by more than 100 wom- 
en from many parishes. The 
principle illustrated here was 
skillfully stated by Mrs. F. King 
Verleger, and enlarged upon in 
a luminous address by Bishop 
Block. The Bishop not only 
looked into the future when the 
Cathedral will be enabled, 
through its physical completion, 
to fulfill all the proper functions 
of the Diocesan Mother Church, 
but dealt effectively with the 
present activities of its limited 
staff. 


Canon Fotbes spoke with brief 
efficiency on the work of the 
small Church School (small be- 
cause it is Cathedral policy to 
avoid inroads upon parochial 
preserves), the doings of the 
Carillon Club, and of the Guild 
of Acolytes. Carillon Club, the 
20-40 group, is also interparo- 
chial and is doing much to in- 
crease good fellowship between 
the parishes and their spiritual 
mother. 

Perhaps one of the striking 
and surprising features of the 
meeting was Canon Montizam- 
bert’s account of the Cathedral’s 
program in adult education, with 
no less than four separate classes 
each week, in which the whole 


program of the Church’s Faith 
and Practice is expounded and 
discussed. At the Bishop’s re- 
quest, the growing work of the 
School of the Prophets and its 
national reputation was dis- 
cussed. 

In addition to the election of 
delegates to the Diocesan Con- 
vention, Mr. Carl Newcomb and 
Mr. Harold Peterson were chosen 
as the Cathedral Congregation’s 
195§ representatives on the 
Cathedral Chapter.

BOOK REVIEWS 


Faith and Behavior, by Chad Walsh and Eric Monti- 
zambert. New York, Morehouse-Gorham Co., 1954..

One of today’s popular pastimes is to “tune in”, by radio, 
television, or print, on a show in which the actors are enough 
like ourselves so that we can imagine that we are in the cast. 
Such audience participation programs range from attempts to 
“stump the experts” to the more depressing spectacle of the 
experts asking questions of the general public and drawing de- 
ductions therefrom, as if the numbers of children reporting 
belief in the objective reality of Santa Claus were any guarantee 
of the validity of the opinion. It is this delight in keyhole- 
peeping and “‘listening in” to other peoples’ problems and 


concerns that makes the Kinsey reports so interesting and so 
misleading to so many people. And it may have been very 
good psychology indeed on the part of Canon Eric Montizam- 
bert and the Rev. Chad Walsh to cast a large part of their new 
book in the question-and-answer form. 


Here we have our panel of experts—two men, each with 


a rich teaching experience and a number of books behind him 


—and 155 puzzled individuals to attempt to baffle them (which 


they never succeed in doing!).

to hazard a guess that the students in Dr. Walsh’s English. 


classes, who contributed so generously to Campus Gods on 
Trial, may have contributed some of those tough ones on cheat- 
ing in exams. But the rest of the problems, dealing with count- 
less aspects of daily living—home, family, sex, economics, 
hatred, and all uncharitableness—might have been asked by 
you or me. 


The important thing to notice here is that the questions 
are asked of the experts, and that the answers are really expert, 
and are not derived from any “conformity to the general mode 
of conduct that the race has found to be convenient for its 
momentary peace of mind”. The intent of the authors is to give 
moral guidance, and that on a practical basis that really gets 
to grips with the problems. So the first subject is SIN—in 
seven deadly forms. There is conscience, which must be obeyed, 
but which is so dangerous when trusted alone. There are queer 
states of mind known as rigorism and scrupulosity, which can 
do damage to conscience. Then there follows the long series 
of questions and answers which make up the greater part of the 
book. And, at the end, a sort of dessert for the reader who has 
gone down the menu, there are chapters on the Christian vir- 
tues and “the slow growth in grace which goes by the name of 
sanctification”. 

Faith and Behavior is the Winter choice for ‘“Book-of-the- 
Season” by the Episcopal Book Club of Missouri, and is worth 
being considered for Lenten study in this Diocese of California, 
where one of its authors is a member of our own cathedral 
staff. Ir is inevitable that in a book written, as this was, by 
two men living on opposite sides of the continent and meeting 


one another’s minds chiefly by mail, there should be less flu-— 


ency and smoothness, even in the expository chapters, than one 
is accustomed to look for in the books of either of them 
alone. But fluency and smoothness are not the important things 
in a book on moral theology. What counts is that this is a 
readable book, full of sound counsel and straight thinking, and 
that ic answers the real questions of real people according to 
the best thinking of the Christian Church. 


Youth and the City—Seabury Press

The Bishop’s Lenten Study course for HYC this year prom- 
ises to be one of the most interesting yet presented. Four 
scholarships to the summer conferences at El Rancho will be 
awarded, as usual; but by far the greatest reward will come 
from the material itself. Youth and the City, which is this 
year’s mission-study unit as well, is much more than a unit 
on missions; in fact, it drives directly to the heart of every 
teen-ager’s life and interests. It quite frankly asks the question, 
“Of what purpose are youth groups and what place is there 
for teen-agers in the Church?” 

The material is so arranged as to stimulate discussion. It is 
realistic in that it is not overly dramatic by reason of out-of- 
the-ordinary cases. It will help any thinking teen-ager to 
evaluate and more deeply appreciate his Christian faith, and 
it has practical applications at every point. The Division of 
Youth heartily recommends that every parish make a serious 
effort to have their young people study Youth and the City. 

The Study Course awards will be given on the basis of an 
examination sent out the first Sunday after Easter. Scholar- 
ships for two boys and two girls are available, and a group 
plaque will be given to the Church which has the highest 
percentage of their young people participating in the exami- 
nations.
